HORSE-SHOE: ENTRANCE 
AT ENNISKERRY.

The earliest and most lasting impression 
given by Enniskerry is, perhaps, the quaint 
aspect which it presents. In such a place a 
business concern which appears to conduct 
itself successfully without human direction 
was not as incongruous as it might seem else- 
whoue. 


This last curiosity was provided by the 
little century-old forge on the hill overlooking 
the town. When I approached the little 
building, substantially constructed of hewn 
granite and slate-roofed, entering through the 
horseshoe-shaped doorway, I sought the 
smith, James Lawless. The interior was 
dark, since the surrounding trees rendered 
the two windows of little value. Everywhere 
was & profusion of old iron in the shape cf 
hundreds of rust-covered horseshoes, a few 
battered ploughs, and countless bars and 
scraps of the metal. The only occupant, a 
man, wearing a much-worn soft hat, contra- 
dicted my impression that he was the smith. 
Mr. Lawless, he explained, who lived at 
Bray and came every morning by ‘bus to 
Enniskerry to attend the forge, had not done 
so for several days past, being ill with the 
all-prevalent influenza. Meanwhile, it 
appeared, business was far from being at a 
stand-still. The door was always open, and 
customers, such as my informant proved to 
be, entered and catered for their own wants. 
His purpose was to repair an urgently-needed 
portion of his plough. As he thrust the im 
plement into the fire he described with all 
the countryman’s easy familiarity with local 
history how the forge had been built by a 
former Lord Powerscourt over one hundred 
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“ Business in this forge is none too bad, 
he mer ea the great bellows 
meanwhile, “‘and Mr. Lawless shoes all the 
farm horses in the district, as well as the 
eight horses of Lord Powerscourt’s ploughin 
team. And then, of course, he also bands 
wheels, makes blades for shovels, and does 
other work.”’ 

He gave his attention to his task for s 
few moments, taking the glowing metal from 
the fire and placing it on the anvil. '' Years 
ago, however, before the motor cars came to 
the roads,” he went on, '' there was much 
more work to be done. At that time three 
fires used to be kept going constantly where 
now only one is necessary. The cheapness of 
machine-made pl 
ments has done much harm to all blacksmiths. 
An ordinary plough-share, which would take 
a smith two hours to make, can be bought 
in a hardware shop for a little more than a 
shilling.”

BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE Parliament of Northern Ireland 

will meet on Tuesday next, and, 
although the session promises to be 
rather heavy, there is nothing that will 
urouse such bitter controversy as was 
provoked by the recent Revaluation Bill. 
There are, however, a few measures to 
be considered which have features of more 
than ordinary interest, such as those deal- 
ing with the valuation of railways, free 
sites for new industries, rent restrictions. 
housing grants, and the provision of 
garden plots for the unemployed. In ad- 
dition, there are various supplementary 
ostimates which must be passed before 
the end of the month, 

The recommendations regarding rent re- 
striction will probably be the most in- 
teresting from the public point of view. 
It has been revealed that, accompanying 
fle-control, rents were in many cases In- 
creased as much as fifty, a hundred 
per cent., and even more, and the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry which was set up sug- 
gested that restrictions should be once 
more imposed. ‘The proposal to provide 
garden areas is very popular, and should 
meet with the approval of all sections of 
the House. 

This will be the last session of the Par- 
liament at College Green, as the build- 
ings are to be handed over to the Presby- 
terian authorities in August next, when 
theological students, instead of poli- 
ticians, will gather there. 


MUSICAL CULTURE, 


It is pleasant to see that the London- 
derry Feis Ceoil is flourishing. Last year, 
its position was anything but satisfactory, 
and it was feared that this important 
musical fixture would have to be aban- 
doned. An appeal was made to persons 
interested in art and culture, and the 
response has been most gratifying. The 
entries this season are greater than ever, 
and the adjudicators already are offering 
congratulations on the excellent standard 
of the competitions. 

The Derry Feis is rich in traditions, 
being next to the Dublin festival in length 
of years and usefulness. Many names, 

‘in Irish music have been 
associated with it, and it attracts compe- 
titors from all f of the country. In 
the North we have a regular series of 
musical competitions. E town of any 
size ing to m 1 life, has its an- 
nual contests, and they follow one another 
right into the summer months.”

BOOKMAKERS’ LAMENT, 


A curious situation has arisen in betting 
circles in Belfast, and it is likely to cause 
a good deal of diversion to the onlookers. 
It seoms that a ban has been imposed on 
the bookmakers by the National Grey- 
hound Racing Company, Ltd., and they 
have been prohibited from operating in the 
local dog-racing enclosures on account of 
totalisators having been installed. The 
racing season at Celtic Park was opened 
last night, and a notice was posted stating 
that bookmakers were not permitted to 
operate ; but the ‘* pencillers ' turned out 
as usual and paid no attention to the ban 
upon their business. 

It is customary to give the proceeds of 
the opening meeting to charity, and in 
connection with that object the Prime 
Minister of Northern Ireland and the Lord 
Mayor of Belfast were both present. 

e bookmakers took up their positions 
along the rails and ed to “ lay the 
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odds ' as usual. The authorities did not 
interfere, but the directors of the grey- 
hound company state that in future the 
ban will be enforced, as they have a clause 
in their prospectus which empowers them 
to refuse admission to any person. On the 
other hand, tte bookmakers are deter- 
mined to test the legality of the decision. 


CHORUS OF PROTEST. 


The Armagh County Council has joined 
in the chorus of protest against the action 
of the Northern Government in raiding 
the Road Fund. ‘There was some plain 
speaking at the Council meeting, members 
declaring that ' the plundering of the 
Road Fund was dishonest,”’ and demand- 
ing that the sums abstracted should be 
restored. It is further contended that, if 
such a policy of spoliation is continued, 
the roads will be starved, while there will 
be a great increase in the rates throughout 
the province. 

It will be recalled that when the Govern- 
ment transferred £120,000 from the fund, 
in order to balance the Budget, the modest 
sum of about £4,000 was all that remained, 
and expenditure on the works for which 
the fund was established had to be drasti- 
cally curtailed. There was really no 
choice in the matter. The Government's 
coffers were empty, and heroic measures 
had to be taken to square the accounts, 
the Minister of Finance asserting that any 
fund could be “ commandeered,”’ if neces- 
sary. 


VALUE OF PUBLICITY. 


The movement which was organised a 
few_years ago for the Support of local in- 
dustries has had gratifying results 
throughout the Six Counties. In this con- 
nection the Ulster Industries Development 
Association can claim te have more than 
justified its existence, as may be gathered 
from the gradually diminishing roll of the 
unemployed. Attention has been drawn 
to articles of everyday use in the home, 
which are manufactured by Irish work- 
men, but of which many people knew 
nothing. 

There are firms which do not yet realise 
the importance of newspaper advertising 
as a means of bringing their goods to 
public notice, but those who have utilised 
the newspapers are getting their reward 
in imereased trade. This aspect of the 
industrial situation is being stressed 
throughout Ulster. 


SPORT. 


There was a disappointing attendance at 
the opening of the Downpatrick races yes- 
terday, the crowd being one of the smallest 
seen at this fixture for many years. The 
weather was favourable and the sport 
was good, but there was very little of the 
old-time enthusiasm which livened up 
Irish racecourses. The meeting is hel¢ 
under the auspices of the County Down 
Hunts Club, an organisation which has 
for its object the improvement of horse- 
breeding, in addition to sport; but it is 
feared that unless better support is given 
by the public the situation will have to 
be reconsidered. 

In the same way the Maze races do not 
receive the support they deserve. The 
history of the Down Royal Corporation ot 
Horsebreeders stretches back into the 
centuries when it got its charter from an 
English king for the encouragement of the 
horse business, one of the conditions being 
that a race should be held annually. It 
has had many ups and downs, but its 
committee and officials have kept the flag 
flying.

“ The Grand Jury of the County of Antrim

‘It was formally the practice to send such 
matters, whether the persons indicted were in 
custody or on bail, to the competent tribunal 
first appertaining, and the jury has no precise 
knowledge of the origin of or of the auihorit y 
for any deviation from this practice. 
‘Examinations of the calendars of the 
County and Winter Assizes held in recent 
years in County Antrim shows that an 
change in system has been far from universa , 
and the jury has no information of the extent 
to which it is prevailing. 
“The jury favours ce. “AIR” to the former 
practice as that affording the most éffective 
safeguard of the rights and interests of dé- 
fendants, bailsmen, witnesses and others, and, 
having, moreover, the support of ancient 
custom, and, perhaps, of statute. 
And the said Grand Jury so presents.” 
Lord Justice Andrews—I accept the pre- 
sentment you have made to me. I will say I 
am in entire sympathy with your obvious 
desire to have prisoners brought to their trial 
as scon as possible, as is reasonable. I shall 
have pleasure in passing this on to the 
Minister for Home Affairs.

A to-day there was only one case listed 
for trial, the presiding judge being 

the Right Hon. Lord Sustice Radeove. 

Addressing the Grand Jury, the judge said 
that he felt he could not commence his 
charge without, in the first place, expressing 
his very deep sympathy with them in the 
great loss they had sustained in the deaths 
since the last assizes of two valued and 
trusted members of the Grand Jury. He 
referred to the passing of Sir William Coates 
and Mr. Edward J. Charley. 
Proceeding, the judge said that it was ex- 
tremely gratifying that he should be in 
position to intimate that only one prisoner 
would be brought to trial. That might, per- 
haps, create a somewhat erroneous impression, 
but, in fact, there was an increase of fourteen 
cases, and specially reported crimes had in- 
creased from thirty-two to fourty-six. That 


additional cases of breaking into shops, for 
which possibly one or more gangs of criminals 
were responsible, and were not brought to 
justice upon the occasions of their first 
offences.

This reduction has 
been achieved in various ways; but it 
is important to notice that, according to 
Viscount Hailsham’s memorandum, the 
strength of the British Army remains 
virtually unaltered. The Air Force esti- 
mates have suffered a “cut” of £700,000, 
and amount now to £17,400,000: Normally 
two new units would be formed in 1952, 
but. as a result of Great Britain's sub- 
scription to the armaments truce, their 
constitution will be abandoned. The total 
estimates for the fighting Services now 
stand at £104,364,300, as compared with 
£109,635,000 in 1951.

are at one in their views and in their warn- 
ings. They all recognise and admit the 
need of a special effort to redeem Britain 
from her financial morass; but they are 
careful to point out that the effort must 
be merely temporary.

| been made possible only by ' measures in- 
volving a definite and obvious loss of 
military efficiency, or by the postponement 


of services which, by the very fact of delay, 


will ultimately become more expensive to 
carry out.” Speaking for the Navy, Sir 
Bolton Eyres-Monsell declares that the 
| estimate “ must not be regarded as an 
adequate provision for the needs of the 
Navv.” The Marquis of Londonderry, Secre- 
tary of State for Air, observes that the 
need of economy has demanded the ** post- 
ponement of many services which under 
normal conditions would be regarded as 
essential."" Most people realise, he says, 
that the British Empire is becoming in- 
creasingly dependent on air power, as on 
sea power. Nevertheless, a very serious 
disparity exi.ts between the first line 
strength of the Royal Air Force and that 
of foreign air services, 

Neither economy nor any other con- 
sideration can over-ride Britain's need of 
national and imperial security. If the 
various peace pacts commanded a real 
allegiance among the nations, a very 
| moderate degree of security would suffice ; 
but current events provide ample evidence 
that the nations are content with lip- 
service to the ideal of peace. Hitherto 
Great Britain has been the only nation to 
sacrifice her armaments. Technically, she 
is the equal of the United States in war- 
ships; actually, the American Vessels are 
and mote efficient, while the 
personnel of the American Navy exceeds 
that of the British Navy by some 
ten thousand men. France and Italy, as 
soon as the so-called armaments holiday 
is at an end, will be free to build what 
ships they please—unless the Disarma- 
ment Conference takes a different course 
from that of its predecessors. It is use- 
less, in view of modern methods of civilian 
training, to compare the peace strengths of 
the various armies; but Britain's avail- 
able war strength is little more than half 
of Italy's, and by no means half as great 
as that of France. Another striking dis- 
crepancy is seen in the figures for aircraft 
strength. Against the United States’ 
3,100 military aircraft, against France's 
2,800, and against potential thousands in 
the service of Soviet Russia, Britain can 
show only 2,400. Thus shé is inferior in 
quantity of aircraft and in man-power, 
while she retains merely a technical 
equality, in place of her former supre- 
macy, on the seas, Is it remarkable that 
the three Ministers, surveying tie 
troubled field of international politics, 
are disinclined for further reductions i 
her already inadequate defences!

J© 
this was added a scheme of chiaroscuro, or 
light and shade. To this was added 
a scheme of colour, and as addi 
tional refinements there were _scrumbles 
and glazes as technical variations in the im- 
pasto or surface quality of the work. A 
portrait might start as an elaborately com- 
pleted rendering of the subject in a mono 
chrotnatic light and shade, to which colour 
was added as glazes or solid pigment, as 
the fancy of the artist or the character of 
the pigment might suggest. 
Raeburn began straightaway with eelour, 
and selected the most direct method of reach- 
ing his final affect without any of the preli- 
minaries which traditional methods had con- 
sidered essential. It was this quality >! 
directness which was the first distinguishing 
characteristic of Raeburn. It was the out- 
come of his lack oí the normal training 
which artists were obliged to undergo at 
that time. However, lack of training, said 
the. lecturer, was hot ays the 
surest criterion of artistic greatness, and 
Raeburn had other gifts. Even in his earliest 
works there was a precision of modelling and 
a justoess of gradation of tone which was 
wholly remarkable within the narrow limits 
which he permitted himself. A head which 
on examination at Clés@ range seemed to be 
an almost flat silhouette would at a little 
distance have a complete and convincing 
roundness, It was in this question of light- 
ing that Raeburn a art showed one of his out- 
standing qualities. . 

With regard to Raeburn's technique, Mr. 
Cursitor said that he liked a flat, chisel 
shaped brush, with which he could draw 
incisively with the edge or brush in broad 
tones with the flat, and throughout his work 
the fiat, square touches of these brushes could 
be traced 

CUBISM IN 1800. 

In mid-career he discovered the added force 
which came from simplification, and he had 
g period in which the planes of the head were 
reduced to their simplest statement. He 
became almost a cubist, or, at least, as 
cubistic as it was possible to be in 1800, and 
this ‘“‘cubism”™ was born of exactly the 
demand which cubism had always met when 
it had cropped up in the history of art—an 
effort by the simplification of planes to arrive 
at a fuller understanding of the volume which 
they enclosed. 

At the same time Raeburn simplified his 
colour. Each colour was reduced to three 
tones—a middle tone, its shadow and its light. 
These were painted simply and broadly, with- 
out mergirg of the edges, so that the picture 
became almost a mosaic of flat tones. ‘This 
gave his work at this time a peculiar “ee 
ness. Raeburn painted the general middle 
tone of his masses, and then added both the 
lights and the shadows. With his extra- 
ordinary sense of tone, he could do this with 
amazing dexterity, but it was the rock 
upon which his innumerable imitators 
split. In his later work Raeburn 
gradually abandoned his blocked-out method, 
and his later pictares had a greater 
fusion of the tones. but were distingnished 
hy a still fuller range of light and shade, a 
fullness which at times approached the over- 
ripe... They might feel that his middle period 
was the peak of his career. 

Raeburn was essentially a red end green 
artist. In his earliest works there was a pre- 
vailing greenness of tone, and it was in 
schemes in which , «4 and green predominated 
that-he was happiest. 

The lack of training was frequentiv to be 
noted in certain weaknesses. He had little or 
no facility in composition or design that in- 
cluded more than one figure, and his drawing 
Was at times uncertain. 

The times demanded conventional land- 
scapes as backgrounds, and the difficulty of 
reconciling the realism of the figure with the 
convention of the setting involved him in 
difficulties which he did not alwavs solve 
successfully. On the other hand, when he 
painted a figure complete in the setting in 
which he saw it, the power and richness of 


its values gave it extraordinary carrying 
power.

A Conwersion Scheme ? 


Rumours on the imminence of a great 
conversion scheme were current in the City 
yesterday and to-day, but nothing definite 
has resulted. It is agreed that conditions 
now have changed materially, and that a 
great scheme is by no means out of the 
question. Plans for conversion at a suit- 
able moment have been ready for many 
months, and it is believed that they rest 
on a voluntary basis, in the hope that a 
saving of several millions may be achieved 
every year. The 5 per cent. War Loan is 
held in every part of the world, and a 
compulsory conversion would be extremely 
dificult; but it is estimated that quite 
one-half might be dealt with in favourable 
circumstances. It is almost needless to 
point out that those who do not wish to 
convert. their holdings into a security 
carrying less interest will have to be paid 
out at par. 


Ottawa and the Unions. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Dominions 
Secretary, received a number of his old

The occasion was a deputa 
tion from the Council in regard to the 
Imperial Conference at Ottawa, and it was 
announced later that the deputation was 
seeking information about the possibility 
that the Conference would consider the 
adoption of the proposals submitted 
jointly before the last Imperial Conference 
y the Trade Union Congress and the 
Federation of British Industries. “These 
proposals included the establishment of 
aA permanent Commonwealth Economic 
Secretariat and the organisation of 
Commonwealth trade conferences. It is 
understood that the Dominions Secretary 
assured the members of the deputation of 


his unabated support of the principles of 
the joint document. 


Reform of the Lords. 


Mr. Baldwin did not carry the question 
of the reform of the House of Lords any 
further to-day, when he answered ques- 
tions in the House of Commons. At first 
he simply referred Sir Frederick Hall and 
Mr. Stourton to a previous answer on the 
subject, but, being pressed by the former, 
said that he thought that the Government 
had provided sufficient legislation for the 
present. Mr. Kirkwood then asked if 
there was truth in the rumour that the 
present Cabinet was in favour of the 
abolition of the House of Lords; but Mr. 
Baidwin did not reply, though he said, a 
little later, when asked if the 
ment was in favour of abolishing the here- 
ditary principle, that he wou be in- 
terested to examine the question. The 
replies gave no satisfaction to those mem- 
bers who are anxious to see the Upper 
House strengthened. and there will be a 
return to the subject. 


Shanghai and Geneva. 


it is not expected in London that the 
session of the Assembly of the League of 
Nations, which opened at Geneva to-day. 
will be protracted. Mhch will depend 
upon the events at Shanghai within the 
next few days, and, if China and Japan 
are brought into direct conference, the 
League will consider that a solution is 
more likely to be found in the East than 
at Geneva. On the other hand, if hos- 
tilities are resumed. it will be apparent 
that the time is not yet opportune for 
the services of the League to be of value. 
On the whole, a more hopeful atmosphere 
invests the position.

The fighting, which started at midnight 
on January 28th, ceased as suddenly as it 
began, and everything is now absolutely 
quiet. 

This morning the Japanese troops con- 
tinued their pursuit of the retreating 
Chinese, and the whole countryside—pro- 
bably the most densely populated in the 
world—was aflame in the wake of their 
advance. When fighting ceased their front 
line extended from Liuho, twenty miles 
north of Shanghai; on the shore of the 
Yangtese estuary, southward through 
Nansiang te Chenzu, a few miles west of 
Chapel.

+ voting trustees gppointed by the 
banking and financial creditors of 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company’ 
and a number of its associated and sub- 
sidiary companies, yesterday issued their 
scheme of arrangement by which it is 
hoped to save the fleets from disintegra- 
tion, which would follow the enforcement 
of the rights of individual creditors. The 
following are the main points of the 
scheme, which is of considerable length 
and intricacy :'— 

The scheme is designed to bring the 
fleets together with a view to improving 
operating efficiency, reducing overhead 
expenses, and making it possible to obtain 
such normal. current finance as may, be 
required. For this purpose. two new 
operating companies will be formed, and 
in certain cases existing companies will 
continue to operate, 

The scheme is also designed to provide 
for a moratorium under the control of the 
creditors concerned, which can 
terminated by thém after December 31, 
1934, by the vote of certain specified 
majorities. 

The ships will be transferred free from 
mortgages and charges to the cperating 
companies, will not be encumber 
by the charges responsible for the em- 
barrassment of present owning companies.

Trained in the rarified air of the academies, 
and inheriting from the old régime the con- 
ception of the omnipotence of the State, the 
revolutionists thought that they could change 
the face of France and of the world by 
merely “ putting into the laws the moral 
truths culled from the works of the philoso- 
phers,” as Robespierre put it; and when cer- 
tain elements proved refractory they cut off 
their heads. 


LIBERATION TO ANNEXATION. 

The lecturer went on to show how, when 
the inevitable disillusionment came, the 
people, whose miseries the Revolution had in- 
creased, turned against every successive 
Government, whom they accused, sometimes 
not without reason, of deceiving and betray- 
ing them, until in the end, instead of the 
sovereignty of the people, there was the 
sovereignty of one—Napoleon, ' who sprang 
armed from the Revolution, as Minerva from 
the brow of Jove.”’
